F\ Our Eſtate, and the other as pzincipall Synewes foꝛ the ſtrength and 

5 I ſeruice of Our Crowne and Kingdome : whereas therefoze the Socie- 

tie and Company of Our Merchants trading the LX v a x7 Seas, haue 

vy the ſpace of thirtie yeerespalt , at the leaſt, had a ſettled and tonſtant 

voſſeſſion of Trade in thoſe parts, and haue had the ſole bꝛinging in of all the Commodities ofthoſe 
Countreys, as namely Currans, Cotton woolls, wines of Candie, Galles, t. whereby Our King- 
dome hath bene much enriched, Hur great Ships and Mariners ſet on woꝛke, and the Honour and 
fame of Our Nation and Kingdome, ſpꝛead and inlarged in thole remote parts: And whereas, 
foꝛ their further intouragement, the ſaid Company haue had, and enioped by Letters Patents 
vnder the great Seale of England, aſwell in the time of the late Queene, as in Our owne time, 
pꝛiuiledge foꝛ the ſole bꝛinging in of the ſaide Commodities, with generall pꝛohibitions and re⸗

Draints, aſwell of naturall Subtects, being not kree of that Soctetie as anten 
Aliens whatloeuer, to baing in any of the ſalde Commodities, contrary to the Pptutlevgeof the 
Taide Company : 

Wee minding the vpholding ard rontinuance of the ſaid Trade, and not to ſuffer that the lac 
Sottety ſhall ſuſtarne any violation oꝛ diminution ol their liberties and pꝛiuiledges, haue thought 
goodto ratifie and publiſh vnto all perſons, as wel ſubiects as ſtrangers, the ſaid pꝛiuiledge and re⸗ 
ſtraints, to the end that none ofthem pꝛelume to attempt any thing againſt the lame: And do here⸗ 
by ſtraitlycharge and command all Sur Cuſtomers, Comptrollers, and all other Sur Officers at 
the Poꝛts, and alſo the Farmers of our Cuſtomes and their Deputies and waiters, that they ſuf- 
fer not any Currans, Cotton wooll, Wines of Candy, Galles, noꝛ any other Commodities what- 
ſoeuer, bꝛought from anythe foꝛraine parts oꝛ Regions, whereinto the laid Company haue vſed 
to Trade, to bee landed, except onely ſuch as ſhall bee bzought in by ſuch as are free ofthe ſaide 
Companp. 

Furthermoꝛe, whereas there harh bene in Ancient time, diners good and politique Lawes 
made againſt the Shipping of Berchandizes in Strangers Bottomes, either inward o2 ont- 
ward, as namely the Statutes of 5.Rich.z. 4. Hen.7. zz. Nen. x. &c. Whirh Lawes haue of later peeres 
bene much neglected,to the great pzetudice ofthe Nauigation of Mur Kingdome : We doe ſtraight⸗ 
lychargeandcommaud, that the ſaide Lawes bee fromhencefoozth duely put in execution, vpon 
; the great and grieuous paines therein tonteined, and vpon paine of Our high indignation and dif 
| pleaſure towards all Our officers and Miniſters, which ſhall be found flacke and remiſſe pa 
ring and alliſting the due execution ofthe ſaid Lawes.
